A fiiiel word must be said here 
about The Sodal-Oemocratjc Her- 
iHr mg' Its historic aapect. For 
years it represented the bead cen¬ 
ter of the Socialist movement in 
this country. It was started in 
1898 by the relatively small band 
of earneat Socialists who bad 
started a national party in opposi¬ 
tion to the old Socialist Labor 
party and its distorted, stagnating 
form of Socialism and Socialist 
propaganda. The DeLeon perver¬ 
sion baa set the stage for Social¬ 
ist propaganda in this country, and 
for years was accepted by those, 
who did not know the internationsl 
tactics as simon pure Socialism. 

It is only in relatively recent year* 
that Socialism in this country cm 
be said to have swung in line with 
tfie international movement, so 
great was the miseducaticn carried 
on by the Socialist Labor party. 
And the head center of the inter¬ 
national tactics was Milwaukee 
and Wisconsin, thr, home of Vic¬ 
tor L. Berger, who, unknown to 
mtny, had been the real founder 
of the new party So little was tho

Its effort to dis¬ 
credit and badger the United Mine 
Workers in the West Virginia fight 
is only one of its many crimes 
tgainst the cause of labor soli¬ 
darity.

A HEV( iI.UTIGN had broken out in the 
Inited Stales of Columbtii.

Going down the river Spike and several old 
tars, gathered the boys aro'und th.-m iiml 
shewed them where fo.'*ts Jackson and .Ht. 
I^hlllip were and told them about the forcing of 
the river by the Fnton forces during the war. 
About 16 miles above the mouth of th.* river 
or jettiea the ship came to un anchor for the 
night and at daylight next morning proceeded 
on her way passing through the Jetties and out 
into the Gulf of Mexico. 

Soon aftree the mudd.v waters of the Mis¬ 
sissippi were left behind, the sun came out 
and with a spanking bre«7« from the north 
eastward the Galena held tri.« to her course, 
arriving in Aspinwall. after a pleasant voyage 
on March 16. 

The harbor of Aspinwall, or rather the 
anchorage, Ig an open bay with the opening 
to thu .north eastward so the northeast trade 
winds blow right Into It during the winter. 
And there la at times a-very hnavy sea on so 
that no boat can go ashore flora a ship at 
anchor. The city or town was divided In two 
parta Aspinwall. and that part of It built by 
the French near the entrance to the canal. 
Colon. There worv nothing attractive about it, 
though the housee ware built after the usual 
tropical styla open and airy, but mostly of 
wood.* There were at that time about 12,000 
inhabltanta among which mry nation osld 
race were tapreecnled thougt) the most were
